Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -28 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1,12, and 21 contain allowable subject matter regarding making a mosaic 
images by determining a level of discontinuity along an outer edge of each area of 
potential' occlusion, where the level of discontinuity indicates an area of actual 
occlusion, wherein occlusion is interpreted as something physically blocking another 
object, as explained and argued in the appeal brief. 

3. All other claims depend on allowable claims. Therefore, they are allowable as 
well.
